ton, manager of the Milton Oil Co., 
on “ Gasoline and Oil.” the speaker 
being introduced by W. O. Stanley, 
chairman of the program. 
The speaker sta ted tha t the in­ 
dustry consisted of three separate 
and 
distinct 
departments, 
to-wit, 
producing, refining and marketing. 
He explained each one in detail. 
He told of how the g eolog ist lo­ 
cated the field, the process of se­ 
curing 
lea ses 
by 
individuals 
and 
oil companies and subsequent drill­ 
ing. He said that w’ells were drilled 
as deep as ten thousand feet and 
tha t the cost of drilling such a well 
w’ould range from $200,000 to $250,- 
000, and that in the end many tim es 
no production w’as had. 
Many peo­ 
ple are under the impression tha t 
millions In profit Is g otten through 
oil production. 
W hile this is true, 
where oil is found, yet sta tistics 
show that more money is put in the 
ground in drilling wells than is ever 
taken out. 
He sta ted that the m ost 
serious problem confronting the in­ 
dustry today is tha t of over pro­ 
duction, but this situa tion is being 
met through an a g reem ent of the 
producers in the matter of pro-ra­ 
tion, but tha t in Oklahoma fields 
where 
is 
is 
possible 
to 
produce 
severa l million gallons of crude oil 
per da y,'there is a ctua lly produced 
only about three per cent. 
In 
speaking of the refining of 
g a soline he sta ted that he knew of 
no industry tha t has made as great 
progress as the refining, so much 
so tha t they were not able to g et 
double the amount of g a soline out 
of crude oil that they did formerly. 
The refiners have also made great 
progress in bringing up to certain 
standards, which are being requir­ 
ed by the present day high speed 
and high compression motors. He 
also explained that in order to a c­ 
quire 
an 
anti-knock 
g a soline 
the 
refiners blended their product with 
tetra-ethyl lead. 
In speaking of the marketing end 
of the industry he told of the con­ 
duct of service sta tions, w’hat w’as 
required of them and how’ to con­ 
duct them successfully.

W ebster Hallett, prosecuting at­ 
torney, said the motive of the shoot 
ing hinged on the success of serv­ 
ices Mr. Rider had conducted the 
la st three weeks in the non-denomi- 
national pulpit Mr. Brown resigned 
la st 
December. 
Sixteen 
persons 
were converted in a revival that 
restored harmony to the church. 
Mr. Rider .called to attend a fu­ 
neral in Kansas City, sa id he sought 
to pay Mr. Brow’n a compliment in 
asking him to conduct Ea ster serv­ 
ices. 
The former pastor refused. 
The eva ng elist was shot in the 
back and left side as he returned 
with Mrs. Rider to his motor car.

RESTRICTING THE PHYSICIAN 
The American 
College 
of Phy sicians 
has protested against enactment of laws 
by the fed eral gov ernment and by state 
gov ernments gov erning the liberty of 
phy sicians in prescribing d ru gs and reme­ 
d ial measu res. 
“New laws and regu la­ 
tions hav e been and are now being forc­ 
ed u pon med ical men to su ch an ex tent 
that they can no longer be the ju d ge of 
their own method of treatment, bu t mu st 
bow to the prescribed form of non-pro­ 
fessional legislators 
and 
board s,” 
the 
resolu tion say s- 
The college u rges that “ev ery legiti­ 
mate effort be mad e to impress u pon the 
members of congress that u nrestricted 
med ical treatment of d isease by properly 
licensed phy sicians 
shou ld 
be granted , 
and that they shou ld not be penalized on 
accou nt of the misu se of med ical meth­ 
od s by a v ery small percentage of so- 
called med ical and non-med ical men. Let 
the profession be its own ju d ge of how 
it can best treat the sick , and properly 
I>enalize those who flagrantly abu se their 
licensed or u nlicensed tru st.” 
If phy sicians and su rgeons were as nu ­ 
merou sly represented in the congress and 
legislatu res as some of the other profes­ 
sions are they wou ld su ffer less from re­ 
strictiv e measu res. 
Bu t it is not common 
to find phy sicians and su rgeons activ ely 
in political positions. 


THE MODERN NEW SPAPER 
Few people think of ed u cation apart 
from the schools, and there is a tend ency 
to consid er ed u cation at an end when 
school book s are laid asid e. 
Bu t G. E. 
Marchand , bu siness cou nsellor of New 
York , recently ex pressed a bit of wisd om 
that challenges thou ght. 
“A few pennies 
spent ev ery d ay for newspapers,” said he, 
“is tu ition in the greatest school in the 
world .” 
The mod ern newspaper is a u niqu e in­ 
stitu tion. 
Primarily it engages to satisfy 
natu ral hu man cu riosity . In ancient times, 
one who had jou rney ed bey ond the limits 
of his little commu nity , was su rrou nd ed 
u pon his retu rn by a throng, eager to 
hear the news. 
Herod otu s, and others 
whose names hav e come d own to u s as 
historians and au thorities 
u pon 
ancient 
lore, gained their repu te by satisfy ing the 
cu riosity of their fellow citizens, points 
ou t the Detroit News which ad d s: 
“The mod ern newspaper has elaborat­ 
ed the sy stem bey ond all that the wild ­ 
est d reams of the ancients cou ld conceiv e. 
The reports of its paid trav elers flash mo­ 
mentarily across continents and oceans. 
It has its emissaries in remotest corners 
of the earth; they hav e pecu liar access 
to ev erj’thing that transpires. 
They hav e 
geniu s for inqu iry , sk ill in narration, and 
ev ery thing that 
transpires. 
They 
hav e 
geniu s for inqu iry , sk ill in narration, and 
ev eiy facu lty for transmitting what they 
hav e to tell. 
“Bu t the u niv ersity of the newspaper 
engages to d o more than tell the happen­ 
ings of the moment. 
It u nd ertak es to 
analy ze, interpret and mak e practical ap­ 
plication of world ex perience to the need s 
of its constitu ency . 
It d iscu sses tend en­ 
cies, warns of perils, ex horts to good con­ 
d u ct, ad v ises in matters of health, eco­ 
nomy , civ ic responsibility , interests of the 
home, child welfare and many other mat­ 
ters v itally affecting its read ers. So wid e, 
able and au thoritativ e instru ction scarce­ 
ly is to be fou nd elsewhere- 
“And as Mr. Marchand points ou t, its 
tu ition is paid in pennies. 
Hard ly can 
ary be so poor as not to afford this means 
of ed u cation. 
And the largest v alu e of 
liic instru ction arises from the fact that 
rrr-rd s with well established ped a- 
' -r < 
piiiu 'iples—it k eeps its teaching 
L;;e V.illi commonest hu man interests.”

James F. Cook e, famou s writer and 
I composer and ed itor of Etu d e, who spok e 
at the h ine Arts conv ocation here Tu es­ 
d ay , believ es that mu sic is u nequ alled as 
a mind d ev eloping su bject. 
“It trains the memory and mak es the 
mind work more qu ick ly and accu rately 
than any other field of stu d y ,” he said . 
Mu sic, to most of u s, is a sort of nar­ 
cotic. 
The first sou nd of which a baby 
becomes consciou s is a lu llaby that coax ­ 
es him » back to sleep. 
When he is old 
and d ead , they sing a final hy mn that his 
bones 
may rest in peace. 
And in be­ 
tween 
birth and d eath his life is a med ­ 
ley of “Alma Maters” and lov e songs, a 
wed d ing march and jazz, each with the 
pu rpose of reliev ing a crisis in his sav age 
breast. 
There are songs to stir men, too—patri­ 
otic hy mns, songs of life and d ru m and 
marching feet. 
Bu t they are emotional 
and are d esigned to bring abou t action, 
rather than think ing. Ind eed , on the face 
of things we shou ld hav e to d isagree with 
Mr. Cook e’s statement that mu sic is the 
greatest mind d ev eloping su bject. 
Bu t Mr. Cook e is a composer. 
He 
k nows by ex perience that mu sic is mathe­ 
matics, the most ex act of all sciences. He 
w ork s as hard mak ing a score of mu sic 
as a carpenter d oes bu ild ing a hou se or 
an architect d esigning one. 
His notes 
mu st be as accu rate as specifications and 
blu e-prints. 
To him, mu sic “trains the 
memory ,” “mak es the mind work qu ick ly 
and accu rately .” Bu t the resu lt of his la­ 
bor is a thing of beau ty , affecting the 
sou l rather than the mind of the lay man.

Cond emning Machad o for an u nconstitu ­ 
tional act at a time when the constitu tion 
was officially non-ex istent, the su preme 
cou rt in effect d enies his right to su spend 
the cod e. 
The cou rage of this d ecision 
may be u nd erstood when one consid ers 
the fate that has ov ertak en persons who 
hav e tak en steps opposing the ad ministra- 
tion. 
Cu ba’s su preme 
cou rt, 
in 
u phold ing 
freed om of the press, realizes the best 
id eals of what the high ju d iciary shou ld 
be in a

gov ernment. 
The 
ju d ges hav e d one their d u ty in su pporting 
the people’s constitu tion ov er |he incu r­ 
sions of the chief legislativ e and ex ecu ­ 
tiv e fu nctionaries.

Asks Reco mmendatio ns In! 
Letters Sent To Natio n­ 
al Co mmittemen

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The let­ 
ter from Chairman Raskob to mem­ 
bers of the democratic national com­ 
mittee seeking their view’s on his 
plan to modify the 18th amendment 
stirred up new opposition to his 
proposal today in party rank.';. 
Leaders of the dry w’ing of the 
party reasserted their belief that to 
make the prohibition issue para­ 
mount in 1932 would split the party 
and renew^ed their demands for em­ 
phasizing economic issues. 
Some of these leaders took the 
view’ Raskob’s 
letter w’as an at­ 
tempt to pledge the national com­ 
mittee ahead of its next meeting 
and it resulted in spurring them to 
greater efforts to block adoption of 
his proposal. 
Criticism of Raskob's move was 
not limited to dry leaders but op­ 
ponents of prohibition within the 
party would make no public com­ 
ment. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—Anoth­ 
er suggestion fliat democrats avoid 
straddling 
and 
adopt 
a 
definite 
1932 platform on controversial sub­ 
jects—including prohibition — w’as 
before that party today in a letter 
from Chairman Raskob of the na­ 
tional committee. 
He asked each national commit­ 
teeman to make individual recom- 
mendatidns for the 1932 platform 
and give “particular” attention to 
proliibition. 
Once more he advanced his home 
rule plan as what he believes to 
be a solution 
of liquor 
questions 
that he was attempting to dictate 
to the party, he recalled that the 
last democratic convention 
cliarg- 
ed the national committee of which 
he is chairman with making “rec­ 
ommendations of policies or pro­ 
cedure for the consideration of the 
convention.” 
It was with this instruction in 
mind, he said, that he called the 
recent' national committee meeting 
at which he advanced the ’ home 
rule plan and other suggestions. 
“Whether we like it or not,” he 
wrote, “prohibition 
is 
a 
critical 
question in many of our states.” 
The \olers, he asserted, will sup­ 
port the party “wiiose policies and 
conduct apTieal to them as being 
sincere, 
honest, 
courageous, best 
guaranteeing 
the 
preservation 
of 
our democracy and promoting free­ 
dom and happiness as against a 
life of tyranny and strife.” 
“If this line of thought is sound, 
the 
democratic 
party 
can 
profit 
therefrom through the adoption of

platform 
which

enunciate 
simply and clearly, w’ithout equivo­ 
cation and in language a 14-year- 
old

can 
understand, 
the 
principles it proposes 
and 
prom­ 
ises to enforce in the conduct of 
our government if its candidates 
are elected, Raskob added. 
“If the democratic party is inter­ 
ested only in winning one election, 
it might be argued W’ith a great 
deal of force that w’e should avoid 
or straddle all controversial issues 
and resort to every expediency to 
gain votes, not through courageous 
leadership

creases in the salary of the gover­ 
nor and state officials. 
The measure sponsored by Sena­ 
tor 
Ralph 
Wammack, 
democrat, 
Bloomfield, would fix the salary of 
the governor at $10,000 a y ear. He 
now receives $5,000 a y ear and fees 
for board and 
commission 
duties 
totaling a little more than $7,000 in 
all. 
Salaries of the judges of the su­ 
preme court w’ould be placed at 
$7,500, the amount now paid, and 
circuit judges at $4,700 w’hich they 
now receive. These salaries, howr- 
ever, are provided for by various 
fees for additional duties, which leg­ 
islators declare to be a “subter­ 
fuge.” 
The 
salaries 
of 
other 
elective 
state 
officials, 
the 
secretary 
of 
state, state treasurer, state auditor, 
attorney general, and superintendent 
of schools, would be fix ed at $6,500- 
They now receive $3,000 with fees 
added for board 
and commission 
duties making about $5,500 in all. 
The senate also engrossed a bill 
by Senator J. G. Morgan, republican, 
Unionville, fix ing the salary of the 
state prison phy sician at $5,000 a 
y ear instead of $2,500. 
Another measure engrossed would 
appropriate $30,000 for pay ment of 
pensions of $10 a month to needy 
Confederate veterans. Such a pen­ 
sion has been authorized since 19 13 
but has not been paid for several 
y ears due to lack of appropriations.
